N ew Year resolutions seem some­ 
w hat childish and a confession of 
weakness to cope w ith ever>-day 
problems that should be conquered 
in stride as one travels along his 
way. 
Most resolutions are w orded 
in the negative, at once making the 
job of carrying out a resolution 
doubly difficult; made in the posi­ 
tive there is a remote possibility of 
measuring up to one’s hopes. 


O n the other hand a plan, 
som ewhat elastic in its provis­ 
ions, guides one in personal 
progress, reducing to a mini­ 
m um the inevitable irritations 
and keeping one from straying 
too much along byways leading 
from the main trail. 
T he bare 
mechanics of living demand an 
enorm ous am ount of 
time 
so 
there is not a great am ount left 
w ith which to plan. 
But it is 
that limited time that makes life 
interesting or just plain drud­ 
gery. 


T oday is N ew Y ear's Day. 
W c 
discussed carefully w hat we w ant to 
do this year w ith the tim e allowed 
above that absorbed by the mecha­ 
nics of living. 
O f course that w ant 
was far beyond the limit of our tim e 
and financial resources but wc w hit­ 
tled it down to fit the time, then to 
fit finances, bringing it within rea­ 
son and probable chance of fulfill­ 
ment. 
T hat there will be changes 
in this plan is almost certain but if 
one w ins three out of five times he 
is way out in front. 


For some years I have select­ 
ed a new subject for study dur­ 
ing the coming year. 
T hat se­ 
lection is usually made long be­ 
fore the first of the year but I 
think of it as part of the New 
Y ear plan. 
There is so much 
of interest in this w orld that 
one can hope to become 
ac­ 
quainted with but few subjects 
but among those few may be 
found the difference between 
treadmilling in a deep rut and 
finding far too few hours in a 
day for making personal invest­ 
ments that depression cannot 
take away. 


This year I have selected for spe- 
Ci;.I = .udy, insect* of the desert. N ow 
a tperson could spend ten lifetimes 
studying insects and then have plen­ 
ty to leam but that is not cause for 
passing by the subject for there is 
much known of the insect world and 
here on the desert there is much 
that can be done by one w ho is not 
a specialist in that field. 
M ore about 
that later. 


Looking over Palm Springs 
from an elevation, the autumn 
coloring of the cottonwoods is 
striking. 
If you will recall, this 
is the first week in January. One 
of my slides shows golfers, clad 
in shorts, on a green. 
In the 
background is a group of cot­ 
tonw ood trees, the autum n color 
of the 
leaves 
quite 
distinct. 
W hen this scene flashes on the 
screen and I say that the time 
of year is the first part of Jan­ 
uary as shown by the coloring 
of the cottonwood leaves I can 
hear whisperings; the audience 
must make a distinct calculation 
in the tim e element betw een the 
fall coloring in their section of 
the country and for this section 
of the desert. 


O ur native cottonwood is Popu- 
lus M acDougalii. 
This cottonwood 
is often referred to as th e Fremont 
cottonw ood (Populus Frem ontii) but 
it is a distinct species 
though 
it 
closely resembles the Frem ont tree. 
T h e tw igs of the Frem ont cotton­ 
w ood are stoutish and quite glabor- 
ous (w ithout hair), while twigs of 
th e M acDougal cottonwood are cov­ 
ered w ith fine hair. 


Populus arizonica is found in 
Snow Creek and the San Ja­ 
cinto M ountains. 
It, also, re­ 
sembles closely the Frem ont cot­ 
tonw ood but the twigs are slen­ 
der rather than stoutish. 
The 
leaves of the three cottonwoods 
just m entioned are m uch the 
same on either side while those 
of the black cottonwood, (Popu­ 
lus trichocarpa) are dark green 
on top and pale beneath. 
The 
black cottonw ood is the com­ 
mon cottonw ood of other sec­ 
tions of Southern California and 
north to Alaska. 


Populus 
M acDougalii is named 
after Dr. D. T. M acDougal, a dis­ 
tinguished student of desert flora; 
Populus Frem ontii is named after 
G eneral John C. Fremont, famous

LOCAL HISTORY 


The largest area ever to he subdi­ 
vided by one organization, was pur­ 
chased last week by Los Angeles cap­ 
italists. The property, which is north 
of town, between Palm Canyon Drive 
and the Racquet Club properties, com­ 
prises 100 acres, or 
400 lots 75x100 
feet in size. It is approximately 2500 
feet square, although 
the 
highway 
frontage is about 2600 feet. 
The property was formerly part of 
the P. T. Stevens Estate. 
The deal 
was made by Robert Ransom and Ma­ 
son Case, representing Los Angeles in­ 
terests, and William R. Patton, repre­ 
senting the Stevens Estate. 
Streets, water and gas mains will be 
put in the tract at once, and a tract 
office will be built. 
Mason Case & 
Company are 
the 
subdividers, and 
Howard Kingsley 
will 
be the tract 
manager. 
The tract will be restricted as to 
architecture. 
The highway frontage 
will be sold for income property, such 
as hotels and apartm ent houses, and 
the balance will be for residences only. 
Mr. Ransom reported yesterday that 
he did a business of more than a mil­ 
lion dollars in 1935. Chief among the 
transactions was the purchase of the 
church property and the construction 
of the Carnell building thereon, the 
sale of the Cornelia White property 
to Mrs. H. G. Carnell, and the sale 
last week of 100 acres from the Stev­ 
ens Estate. Other sales last year by 
Mr. Ransom included 13 lots in Indian 
Trails tract, 23 lots in Palm Canyon 
Estates, four lots in Tahquitz Desert 
Estates, and one lot in the John Mell 
tract. 
Mason Case, subdivider of the re­ 
cently purchased tract, is one of the 
outstanding subdividers of the Los An­ 
geles area. 
He subdivided the town 
o f S o u th g a te , a n d saw it grow from 
one I n h a bit a n(To a’ po'fmla t foriof more’ 
than 20,000.

If you do, you had better register 
as soon as possible, or at least 30 days 
before the next election, which will be 
held early in May. 
Robert I.. Edwards is the local reg­ 
istrar, and his office, 
opposite 
the 
Standard Oil Station, is open from 9 
a. m. to 5 p. m. 
Palm Springs now 
has two voting precincts, so be pre­ 
pared to tell Mr. Edwards just where 
you live so that he can register you 
in the right precinct. 
The new registration is required, due 
to a court ruling throwing out the 
former permanent registration. 
Parties having official standing are 
Republican, Democratic, Socialist, Pro­ 
hibition. Commonwealth, Progressive 
and Communist. Persons also may de­ 
cline to state partisan affiliation. 
There will be three major elections 
in 1936. 
First is 
the 
Presidential 
preferential primary to send delegates 
to the various national conventions, 
which occurs May 5. 
The other two 
are the state primary August 25 and 
the general election November 3. 
March 1 is the first day to circulate 
petitions for slates of delegatee to be 
voted upon May 5. 
These petitions 
must be filed with 
county 
clerks 
March 26. 
May 27 is the first day for the cir­ 
culation of nominating petitions for 
the August primary, and June 20 is 
the last day they may be filed. 
Considerable interest prevails con­ 
cerning the new registration as Re­ 
publican and Democratic 
partisans 
have made plans to roll up huge to­ 
tals. For many years the Republicans 
were in the ascendancy, but following 
the election of 1932 the Democrats 
forged well to the front.

Preliminary 
survey 
of 
the 
high 
school district will be ready for the 
high school board by 
Tuesday. 
The 
survey, which is being made by Dr. 
Osman R. Hull of the department of 
school administration of the Univer­ 
sity of Southern California, will be 
comprehensive, and among the major 
problems being studied is the feasi­ 
bility 
of 
establishing 
junior 
high 
schools in the district. 
The junior high school comes under 
the 6-3-3 plan of school service, viz: 
six grades in the elementary school, 
three in junior high, and three in high 
school. 
At present the schools of the 
Banning and Palm Springs high and 
elementary districts are operating un­ 
der the 8-4 plan, eight years of elemen­ 
tary school and four in high school. 
If the 6-3-3 plan should be adopted in 
the district, it would mean the con­ 
struction of junior 
high 
schools in 
Palm Springs and Banning, taking the 
seventh and eighth grades from the 
elementary schools and the freshman 
class from the 
high 
school for the 
junior high. 
Dr. Hull is assisted by George Rule, 
of U. S. C., in making the survey. He 
recently completed a survey of the 
Palm Springs school district for the 
local elementary school 
board, and 
has made satisfactory school surveys 
for the cities of Los Angeles, Santa 
Monica, Glendale, Santa Ana, Hunt­ 
ington Park, Monrovia, and other com­ 
munities. 
Locally the school board is 
awaiting action by the 
high school 
board before completing school plans, 
because if a junior high school is es­ 
tablished here, taking the two upper 
grades from 
the 
local 
elementary 
school, it will have considerable bear­ 
ing on construction plans. 
Enrollment at the 
Palm 
Springs 
school was 350 yesterday, 
compared

trie same nine trrif VPilr TTbt 
transportation of children from W hite­ 
water and Cathedral City to the local 
school has become a serious problem, 
there being so 
many 
children it is

It Happened 
Near Garnet 


In the early history of Palm Springs 
the 
pioneers 
were 
accustomed 
to 
drive, with horse or 
mule 
power, 
across the desert to Garnet, which 
was then the nearest station on the 
Southern Pacific to Palm Springs. 
There is an amusing legend con­ 
nected with the place, and it concerns 
th a t interesting character, in whose 
name 
the 
little 
eighty-foot-square 
memorial at the southeast corner of 
Tahquitz Drive and 
Palm 
Canyon 
Drive has been maintained. 
He had come to Palm Springs to 
enjoy the benefit of its balmy, dry 
climate, and his attention was 
at­ 
tracted by a bulletin at the Southern 
Pacific station, stating that, during the 
previous twenty years, the precipita­ 
tion of rain had averaged an unequal 
minimum. 
He advertised this statement, and 
reproduced it in the best advertising 
mediums of the East. 
The result was that a special train 
of people seeking a dry climate was 
chartered and started for this oasis, 
but there was a tragic ending, for at 
the very time that the pilgrims ar­ 
rived at Garnet, it rained and snow­ 
ed and lightninged and thundered, and 
the result was that most of the pas­ 
sengers continued on to Los Angeles, 
extremely indignant and disappointed. 
The language of Dr. Murray was 
not praserved, and perhaps it is just 
as well, as he is reported to have 
done complete justice to the 
occa­ 
sion. 


Of course, the desert sun, in a very 
brief time, restored the 
advertised 
condition of the place, but then, as 
now, there was quite a bit of uncer­ 
tainty about the weather. 
While this tale is probably true the

Post office receipts during 1935, and 
tabulation of receipts during the past 
nine years, indicate the growth and 
business increase 
of 
Palm Springs. 
Here are the figures for the past nine 
years:

These figures 
tell an 
interesting 
story. They show that the growth of 
the community hae been steady, even 
during the years of national depres­ 
sion, and consequently there 1* every 
reason to believe that business will 
continue to improve here. 
Post of­ 
fice receipts serve as an excellent bar­ 
ometer to indicate population increase \ 
and business conditions in a commun­ 
ity, and are studied by investors. 
The Palm Springs post ofTice would 
be rated as a first class office if post­ 
al receipts 
throughout 
the summer 
monthe were as great as in the winter 
months. 
A post office doing $40,000 
annual business is rated a first class 
office. 
The Palm Springs office had 
receipts of $21,000 for the quarter end­ 
ing March 31 and the quarter ending 
December 31. 
Receipts for the last 
quarter were $10,524.93, an increase of 
$2300 over the same period of 1934. 
It is believed that 
even 
with the 
handicap of dull summer months, the 
local office can be rated as a first- 
class office within the next few years, 
which will entitle the same to addi­ 
tional clerks. 
The Palm Springs office is the sec­ 
ond in the county in point of postal 
revenues, surpassing even the larger 
cities of Corona, Banning and Hemet, 
which have populations of 7,000, 4200 
and 3500, respectively, according to 
latest estimates. 
The city of River­ 
side has the only first class post of­ 
fice in the county. 
Postmaster R. M. Gorham and his 
staff made an excellent 
record this 
year handling the heavy holiday trade 
with the number of clerks allowed to 
an office of this classification.

O f course, it would be foolish to 
suggest that wc save days of time 
and tons of paper required for safe­ 
ty resolutions and safety campaigns 
—and fix the cars and drivers so 
they couldn’t violate the laws. 


Foolish suggestion No. I: Put 
mechanical speed governors in 
all cars at the factory, limiting 
the speed to 50 miles per hour. 
T his wouldn’t interfere w ith the 
pick-up speed of th e car o r the 
pow er in m ountain driving. 


Foolish suggestion N o. 2: 
Keep 
trucks off state highways from Sat­ 
urday noon until 2 o'clock M onday 
morning, thus giving the man who 
paid for the highway an opportun­ 
ity to enjoy it one day a week. 


Foolish 
suggestion 
No. 
3: 
Give the traffic officers a chance 
to apprehend the speeders 
by 
perm itting officers to drive or­ 
dinary 
high-speed 
stock 
cars 
th at look like other cars on the 
road. 
Such officers could eas­ 
ily be identified by colored spot 
lights 
and 
sirens 
concealed 
when not in use. 


T here is much more th at could be 
said on this subject, but—-ho, hum — 
it's getting to be tiresome to 
the 
reader. 
The clubs will continue to 
pass resolutions, editors 
will 
con­ 
tinue to write editorials, legislators 
will continue to pass laws regulating 
the personal habits of drivers— and 
we'll make another record on Cali­ 
fornia highways this year. So w hat?

PYGMY VS. THE GIANTS 
Suppose you were to walk up to the average 
man on the street and talk with him about Cali­ 
fornia’s highway problem. This man, let us say, 
does not drive a car. 


Suppose you were to tell him that the high­ 
ways are so rapidly becoming overcrowded with 
big, heavy commercial vehicles that the private 
motorist doesn’t have a chance. Suppose you were 
to tell him that the roads you pay for with gas 
taxes are taking a terrific pounding by fleets of 
mammoth vehicles already far in excess of 
the 
number actually needed to transport freight and 
passengers. 
Chances are, if he stayed to hear you are, his 
reply would be, “So w hat?” He does not, you see, 
drive a car. 
So if the motorist has his troubles, 
he should worry.

PROSPERITY IS HERE! 


A former Governor of California came out 
boldly the other day with the flat declaration that 
“prosperity is really here” in California. He didn’t 
make the usual qualifying statement, or say that 
we are on our way, or that depression is fading. 
He said simply that prosperity is here. 
And Friend W. Richardson—it was he talking 
—ought to know whereof he speaks, at least inso­ 
far as banking conditions indicate the trend 
of 
business. Richardson is now superintendent of 
banks. 
“The increase in sales of real estate of banks 
in liquidation shows that prosperity is really 
here,” he said. “Farm lands and small homes are 
in demand. Collections on loans are increasing. 
Several banks will pay out nearly in full.” 
Banks are not going broke in California these 
days. Altogether, state and national institutions 
included, 97 failed between 1930 and 1933. And 
the manner in which liquidation of these is work­ 
ing out is a heartening thing for many thousands 
of depositors. 
If the stockholders’ liability law is sustained 
in the courts, Richardson pointed out, there will 
be $1,000,000 immediately available for dividends, 
with prospects for more in the offing. 
The year 1933, when the memorable bank 
holiday had to be declared, was the high point in 
bank failures. In all 34 went broke then. But we 
have come a long way since that fateful time. It 
is indeed beginning to look as though we may now 
stand up with Mr. Richardson and confidently 
proclaim, “Prosperity is here!”

“So many, many inhuman crimes 
have happened during three years of de­ 
pression and gloom,” said the San Jose 
News, “th at we sometimes wonder about 
the state of mind of the average person 
. 
and wonder if many, through constant 
strain and stress, have not become men­ 
tally unbalanced. Certainly, however, de­ 
pression or mental strain had nothing to 
do with the terrible murder of an inno­ 
cent girl at Fresno. This was simply the 
work of an arch fiend.” 
“The dastardly crime near Fresno,” 
notes the Stockton Record, “in which a 
beautiful 14-year-old girl was slain by a 
degenerate, is one of those cases which 
prompts people to wonder if the world is 
getting worse instead of better. Happily, 
there are not many of his warped men­ 
tality, but the fact that there are some 
beasts of this type at loose in the world 
should be enough of a warning to all par­ 
ents to take proper safeguards for the 
protection of their daughters, no matter 
how young.” 
Ac t/-> tiio p.fñriitiicy of fingerprint­ 
ing, the Santa Rosa Press Democrat be­ 
lieves “there are perhaps more than one 
thousand ways in which daily life Qould 
be made more efficient through a one 
hundred percent non-criminal registra­ 
tion of American citizens. There is not 
much doubt about the advantages of such 
a system. 
The question is, are the Am­ 
erican people ready for it? 
Can they 
overcome the accustomed association of 
fingerprinting with crime? 
“In the Fresno case,” points out the 
Marysville Appeal-Democrat, “clear fin­ 
gerprints of the slayer were obtained and 
have been photographed. 
They supply 
certain identification in case the 
right 
man is caught. The principal argument 
advanced against universal fingerprint­ 
ing is that it infringes upon personal lib­ 
erty and casts some measure of odium 
upon the people who submit to it. That 
is a pretty poor reason for the neglect of 
the best possible method of identifica­ 
tion, which would be useful not only in 
.. 
criminal m atters but in cases of aphasia 
* 
and in court proceedings where it is 
sometimes difficult to establish positive 
identity.” 
“All California feels sympathy for 
the parents,” states the North Hollywood 
Sun-Record. “But we can do more than 
this. We can see to it that the law, once 
it has this fiend in its clutches, 
acts 
swiftly and decisively. A week would be 
far too much time to let pass between 
the time of his capture and the time he 1& 
sentenced. In outrages of this sort jus­ 
tice must be done so quickly and sternly 
that the law will loom as a larger ob­ 
stacle to others at moments when 
in­ 
human impulses are swaying them.”

The automobile death rate can be reduced. 
And the reckless and inconsiderate drivers, who 
are responsible for some 36,000 deaths a year in 
this country, can be curbed. 
A number of cities have proven this. One of 
them is Portland, Oregon, which has been carry­ 
ing on a “Let’s Quit Killing” campaign that has 
produced fine results in a relatively brief length 
of time. Where the national automobile death toll 
during the first ten months of this year, was at 
the highest point on record, traffic fatalities in 
Portland declined about 25 percent. 
The “Let’s Quit Killing” program can be car­ 
ried on by any community. 
The 
campaign in 
Portland has been led by a newspaper, working 
with safety authorities and the automobile asso­ 
ciation. 
Pamphlets, such as the sensational “— 
And Sudden Death,” have been widely distribut­ 
ed. 
Cartoons and 
statistical material have 
brought the horrors of automobile accidents home 
to thousands of citizens. And the local judiciary 
has cooperated by levying sizable fines and prison 
sentences against violators of the traffic laws. 
The automobile, properly handled, is one of 
the most useful and pleasurable servants of man. 
The same automobile, improperly handled, is one 
of the most lethal of weapons. In the “control” of 
a drunken, irresponsible, congenially reckless or 
incompetent driver it is as dangerous as a machine 
gun in the hands of a maniac. 
The automobile, in its brief history, has killed 
more people in this country than all wars in which 
we have engaged. It is increasing the massacre 
every year. What are you, as a citizen and an au­ 
tomobile driver, going to do to stop this carnage?

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ON FOREST FIRES 
FOR THE SEASON 


Luck and the CCC boys combined 
to prevent and control forest fires of 
magnitude in the local mountains dur­ 
ing the season of 1935. 
Although the fire record in the San 
Jacinto mountain district of the San 
Bernardino national forest this year 
failed to match the all-time low 
of 
only 20 acres burned over establish­ 
ed in 1934, the record of 71.815 acres 
burned in 26 fires reported by Dis­ 
trict U. S. Ranger L. A. Horton 
of 
Idyllw ild is h ighly sa tisfacto ry . 
Of the 26 fires, 20 were class A, 
burning one-quarter acre or less; four 
were class B, burning more than one- 
quarters acre and less than 10 acres', 
and two were class C, burning more 
than 10 acres. 
Only seven of the 
26 were directly traceable as being 
man made. 
Sixteen were started by 
lightning, seven liy 
smokers, 
and 
three were started by miscellaneous 
agencies, such as spontaneous 
com­ 
bustion in rubbish piles, etc. 
Only a relatively sm all proportion 
of the acreage burned was on nation­ 
al forest land. Horton’s report shows, 
24.316 acres being recorded. 
Private­ 
ly owned land within the forest boun­ 
dary 
suffered 
most 
heavily, 
with 
45.999 acres being burned over. 
In 
addition, the forest service reported 
1.5 acres burned on land adjoining the 
forest line. 
A complete report for the San Ber­ 
nardino national forest was submftted 
by Supervisor William V. Jones, sum­ 
ming up the year in the entire forest 
as to fire protection, development of 
resources and recreation and 
other 
phases of the forest service work. The 
entire forest, the report shows, enjoy­ 
ed one of its best years. 
Because of the nature of local cli­ 
mate, the physiographical features of 
the forest and surrounding areas and 
the type of forest cover, operations 
are necessarily concentrated on pro­ 
tection from fire, maintenance of wa­ 
ter resources, recreational use, perma­ 
nent improvements, timber sales and 
grazing use in that order, the report 
points out. 
Protection from fire constitutes the 
major effort of man power and money 
expenditure. 
If fires burn the forest 
cover, all is lost, or at least serious­ 
ly endangered. 
The San Bernardino national forest 
includes the massed mountain areas of 
San Bernardino county and a part of 
Riverside county, a sizeable part of 
Southern California containing much 
valuable watershed and the source of 
many springs and streams. 
A large 
population is dependent upon the for­ 
est for its water supply and its rec­ 
reational resources and facilities. 
Fire protection is divided into three 
distinct lines of work: 
(1) lire pre­ 
vention, educating and cautioning the 
public on dangers 
of 
uncontrolled 
smoking, campfires and fire hazards 
of cabins, etc., posting of fire warning 
signs, roadside clearing, etc.; (2) pre­ 
suppression: getting ready to fight 
and suppress fires when they occur, 
operation and cost of fire tools, tank 
trucks, special fire crews, 
lookouts, 
etc.; (3) fire fighting: the actual work 
of fighting a fire which it has been 
im possible to prevent owing to the 


INSTALLMENT FINIS 
NOT IN FAVOR IN 
THIS COUNTY 


^The so-called “installment tines" as 
fixed by justices of the peace in Riv­ 
erside county are under question. The 
several over-worked justices who do 
most of the local court business 
of 
the county are doubtless confronted 
with a perplexing condition. 
In many 
cases, it appears, unless fines on in­ 
stallments are assessed, the accused 
must go to jail where he must he fed 
at public expense; or to the prison 
camp where there Is a pretty “full 
house" at the present time. 
Besides, 
in some instances, where the accused 
is a wage-enrner and his pay stops 
through his arrest, he has dependents 
who become public charges. 
Socrates might be able to furnish a 
solution to the problem, were old Soc. 
living; but he is enjoying a long sleep 
over on a hillside in Athens, Greece. 
Attention of all justices of the peace 
in the county is called by District-At- 
torney Earl Redwine to a recommen­ 
dation of the 1935 grand jury that the 
practice of granting installment-pay- 
ment privileges to law violators be dis­ 
continued in the justice courts 
and 
rigidly curtailed in the superior court. 
Declaring that the grand jurors were 
of the opinion that the 
installment 
fine practice “is bad business policy 
and not constructive 
law 
enforce­ 
ment,” the report urges that justice 
courts refuse to grant the privilege 
of paying fines on 
the 
installment 
plan and that the superior court also 
refuse the privilege except in 
in­ 
stances involving permanent residents 
having the ability to pay off the fine. 


The letter of the district attorney 
to the justices states, as compiled by 
the grand jury, follows: 
“During the course of the year this 
body has made some examination of 
the records relative to the practice 
and the condition developing from the 
practice of the pronouncement of in­ 
stallment fine judgments by the supe­ 
rior court and justice courts through­ 
out the county. 
“We fine that in our superior courts 
and dealing with only one type 
of 
c a s e : 
n a m e ly , d riv in g a n a u to m o b ile 
w h ite u n d e r th e i n f l u e n c e ' or fnrnxt- 
cating liquor, there were during the 
present calendar year 226 convictions. 
Out of this -number exactly 50 per-

Collector of Internal Revenue Ro- 
gan is just in receipt of a wire from 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
advising that all income tax return 
forms for the taxable year 1935 were 
released January 2. Collector Rogan 
wishes to call the attention of the tax­ 
paying public to the necessity of filing 
early in order to avoid the final rush 
during the tiling period, the last day 
for filing the income tax returns be­ 
ing March 16, 1936. 
All persons having a gross income 
of $5,000 or more, or a net income of 
$1,000 or more if single or $2,500 or 
more if married are required to file 
a return whether there is any tax to 
pay or not. 
Special attention is invited to the 
new regulation covering the 1935 in­ 
come tax forms whereby it becomes 
necessary that these forms be filed in 
duplicate, the duplicate copy being i 
printed on green paper, both forms to 
be filed with the Collector of Internal 
Revenue. 
Information returned filed by em­ 
ployers showing salaries, wages, etc., 
must be filed with the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, Washington. D. 
C., on or before February 15, 1936.

Dear Sir: 
I have been interested m real estate 
investments for some years past and 
learned with some surprise recently 
that the device of providing for sur­ 
vivorship in title to real estate, where 
it is taken by husband and wife, for 
instance, has been very much changed 
from the simple method which until 
recently prevailed. 
It used to be possible, in case of 
the death of one of the joint tenants, 
to establish title in the survivor by 
filing an affidavit of a credible person 
or a coroner's certificate. 
But now, I understand, it is neces­ 
sary' to hire a lawyer and go into 
court and have a judgment of death 
entered. In one case I have just heard 
of the fee was over $300 for this 
work. It seems quite obvious who. 
and who only, are benefited by this 
change. 
Another simplification of transac­ 
tions in real estate not available here 
is the vendor’s lien, used in Texas, 
where in case of a sale of real estate, 
no mortgage or trust deed is neces­ 
sary. but the security for payment of 
the balance of the consideration is 
provided by reserving a lien in the 
deed. 
And while I am writing on this sub­ 
ject, why is not the simple and 
economical and very satisfactory 
Torrens Act used here to establish 
and transfer titles? It is both cheap­ 
er and very much speedier than the 
present expensive and dilatory meth­ 
od. 
Again the interests profiting by the 
present clumsy methods need not be 
named.

AGITATORS REPORTED 


TO BE ON PUBLIC. 


PAYROLL IN COUNTY 


Charges that agitators "dissatisfied 
with our government” have been em­ 
ployed in executive positions 011 WPA 
Jobs in Riverside county, and that the 
Works Progress officials refuse to al­ 
low county foremen to discharge such 
men, are contained in a report made 
by the Riverside county grand jury 
regarding its investigation of 
road 
matters. 
Ralph B. Smith, director of the dis­ 
trict office at San Bernardino with 
complete authority to appoint mem­ 
bers of the administrative force of the 
WPA in Riverside county, was ques­ 
tioned by the grand jury about three 
weeks before its final report was filed. 
Foreman Harry B. Chase, bound by 
the jury's oath of silence, said, when 
questioned about Mr. Smith's appear­ 
ance before the jury, that he had been 
questioned regarding county road mat­ 
ters.The complete report of the jury re­ 
garding the investigation of the agita­ 
tors follows: 
“The most serious matter that came 
to onr attention was the insubordina­ 
tion of certain relief workers who 
were employed under the supervision 
of foremen in the county road depart­ 
ment. 
"Conditions such as justified fear of 
physical violence were reported to 
exist by officials outside the road de­ 
partment as well as in. Known agi­ 
tators with long controversial records 
in the relief agencies—agitators dis­ 
satisfied with our government, have 
been given preferred positions by Te- 
lief agencies, positions exempt from 
manual labor and giving a measure, 
at least of authority over other work­ 
ers and at larger pay. 
"Not the least unfortunate result 
was the prestige and recognition re­ 
quired by these agitators by reason 
of this recognition and preferment by 
the relief agencies. 
"We further found that these relief 
agencies, including the Works Prog­ 
ress administration, were unwilling to 
allow the county road department to 
dismiss these agitators. After vigor­ 
ous representations by this jury, more 
. . . . i auueared urubable ill the 
future. 
"It is the recommendation of this 
jury that our successors immediately 
take up this investigation and follow 
up the multiple transfers from job to 
job. granted these known agitators, 
some of whom we have found to have 
been appointed to preferred positions 
after recommendations from indivi­ 
duals from outside this county, occu­ 
pying high political positions in this 
titule.

The 1’, S. federal court at Buffalo, 
N. Y„ John Knight, judge, has de­ 
clared Mexican Indians ineligible to 
American naturalization and therefore 
inadmissible as immigrants. It held 
they are not included in any of the 
three categories fixed by the natural­ 
ization law, to-wit: — "Aliens being 
free white persons, and aliens of Af­ 
rican nativity, and persons of African 
descent.” 
The decision of the Buffalo federal 
court is an important one because 
of its effect on existing relations with 
Mexico, 40 percent or more of whose 
population is Indian. The immigration 
restriction act of 1924 permitted the 
entrance as immigrants without quota 
of all citizens of countries of the 
western hemisphere not otherwise in­ 
eligible. Under that provision for 
several years between 100,000 and 200,­ 
000 Mexican immigrants entered the 
United States yearly, legally and il­ 
legally. Indians were admitted by the 
immigration authorities without ques­ 
tion because of the order of Secretary 
of Labor J. J. Davis, declaring all 
Mexicans, regardless of race, eligible 
to American naturalization.

folks who have invaded our desert. 
They have brought color and artistry 
to their little corner of the land of 
sand and greasewood. 
My only grudge is against 
those 
morons who destroy the shrubbery and 
litter up the landscape 
with 
luncn 
boxes and tin cans. 
But there is none of that in 
Palm 
Springs. 
It is colorful and original 
and cleanly. Each time I return there 
I recall an evening 15 years ago when 
I lounged in the ramada at th e old 
Desert Inn and listened to Mrs. Nellie 
Coffman describe the future 
Palm 
Springs as she visualized it—a quaint 
restful resort—away from the 
main 
highway—where folks could come and 
drink in the desert sunshine and re­ 
lax. 
Mrs. Coffman is one member of 
the pioneer desert fraternity who has 
seen her dream come true. 
But there 
are many palm 
can­ 
yons in that area, protected against 
the vandals by sheer rocks and dense 
thickets of desert shrubbery. W e vis­ 
ited the majestic falls 
in Taliquitz 
creek; went far up the scenic Andreas 
canyon and then over the divide and 
down through the gorge in Murray 
canyon where we had to use our rope 
many times in the descent. Another 
day we visited Dos Palmos 
spring 
where 
two 
ancient 
Washingtonias 
grow at an altitude of 3500 feet—the 
highest point where any of th e na­ 
tive palms are found. And then down 
into Hidden Palms canyon and Deep 
canyon. 
Some of my old prospector friends 
who have passed on to the 
place 
where the streets are paved with gold, 
would think that Americans had gone 
crazy if they could return to their 
native haunts. 
The real estate pro­ 
moters are doing strange things to 
the desert. 
You may scoff at this mysterious
